When the governor was informed of 
the ultimatum in regard to Hughes is- 
sued by the Progressives he refused to 

make any comment. It was learned 
later that in discussing the attitude of 
the Progressive leaders with his associ- 
ates, Mr. Whitman said he was not 
alarmed and that he is confident Justice 
Hughes will satisfy all but the most 
radical Progressives when it becomes 
possible for him to state his views with 
propriety. 

The governor had a protraeted con- 
ference soon after his arrival with for- 
mer Postmaster General Frank H. 
Hitchcock, who has rounded up many 
delegates in western and southern 
states whom he stands ready to deliver 

to Hughes. 

The Hughes managers alse received 
. dreering word from New England. Gov. 
Beekman of Rhode Island telegraphed: 

“There were 51,000 marchers in the 
peeparedness parade here yesterday and 
the Rhode Island delegation is solid for 
Hughes.” 

FAVORITE SONS ALARMED. 

The Hughes boom had become 30 for- 
midable by afternoon that some of the 
eld guardsmen and the favorite sone be- 
gan to be obsessed with doubts that his 
Woemination could be prevented under 
any circumstances.

PARIS, June 4.—Numerous attempts 
made by the Germans last night and to- 
day to turn the French positions at Fort 
vau from the southeast were unsuc- 
cessful, the war office announced tonight. 
Last night the Germans gained a foot- 
hold in the French trenches in the ravine 
between Damloup and Fort Vaux, but 
they were driven.out by a counter attack.

I wish I could. A liquor cureconsistsof two 
parts. The first is to rid the system of alco- 
hol and ite products. That can be done by 
very free purgation. Calomel, blue mess, or 
some other form et mercury usually is given, 
but probably any other powerful purge would 
do ae well. If an alcohol subject hae been 
pickled for a long time or by large amounts 
he will require some supporting, bracing 
treatment while he is to be dealcobolized. 

The second and more important part of the 
treatment consists in strengthening the will 
power. This is a matter of mental and moral 
upbuilding and training. In the light of the 
above statements you see the folly of placing 
faith in home cures for the liquor habit. There 
is none such The patient must know what 
is being done; he must lend some sort of an 
assent in the earlier stages of the cure, while 
in the later stages he must work it out for 
himself, or practically so. Medicine to be put 
into the coffee and other cures te be aémin- 
istered to unsuspecting patients do mot mest 
these requirements,

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NECESSITY FOR BRIDGE BONDS, 
Chicago. June 2—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.)}—Referring to the communication 
from G. A. McMorran concerning the 
bond isdue for new bridges: he is in error 
as to the amount of the bond issue, it 
being $5,100,000 instead of $10,000,000. 
This is not a political question, as your 
correspondent would have it appear. 
Among the bridges proposed for con- 
struction under the bond issue are the 
Franklin-Orieans and La Salle street 
bridges. These two bridges will open up 
two new arteries of travel, connecting 
the north and northwest sides with the 
south, and will be factors of the utmost 
importance in relieving the congested 
traffic in the downtown district. 
Furthermore, Wells street and Clark 
street bridges will be replaced with mod- 
ern, quick acting type of bascule bridges, 
which means a tremendous saving of 
time to thousands of Chicagoans daily 
by reason of the elimination of the pres- 
ent slow acting center pier bridges now 
at Welle street and Clark street. 

Again, it will require six years to com- 
plete the construction of the bridges on 
the main river and the north and south 
branches, and bonds therefore will be 
issued only as required. Hence, interest 
on the bonds will not begin to accrue 
until the bonds have been sold. : 
Also, under an ordinance passed by 
the city council the Chicago and North- 
western Railroad company will pay the 
cost of constructing the viaduct on the 
north and the approaches thereto in con- 
nection with the Franklin-Orleans 
bridge. The estimated cost to the rail- 
way company will be approximately 
$700,000, which 4s em item of importance 
for consideration.

No priest will | 
be permitted to attend an outside func- 
tion, however, or to give it his sanction.

IRST and last, there come to this 
column many inquiries about how 
to get certain Chinese ingredients 
for some of the famous oriental 
dishes of that particular cuisine. 
Chinese cookery is forever being lauded 
as next to or equal to the French by 
world travelers. Certainly the Chinese 
obtain what seem the most picturesque 
results from simple things, 
Just now the market is fuller of some 


fore, and inquiry at any of the largest 
places will pretty surely be rewarded. 
For instance, there is the famous litchee 
or litchi nut put up under a well known 
brand, eight ounces for 25 cents. Do I 
think it worth while? No, but then a 
great many people would like to gratify 
their curiosity about it. The canned 
litchee has a big hard alligator pear 
like kernel, with a little whitish fruit 
around it, which tastes not unlike rather 
poor Seckel pears. We would hardly 
tse a quart of these to a two pound 
chicken, as the Chinese do in “ Litchee 
chicken. 

Lorand, in speaking of various fruits“ 
which are little used outside of their 
own countries says: The lichee, a 
fruit which comes from China... 
has a very thin, brownish skin, which is 
easily broken; the pulp of the fruit fs

LEANDERS. [Mrs. C. V. B.] The 
oleander is really a summer 
bloomer. Sometimes, when not 
allowed to bloom in summer, it 

_ gives a winter crop of flowers, but 

it cannot be depended on to do so. Its 
place in winter is in the cellar, where 
it should be allowed to get rather dry. 
but not so much so that the soil in the 
tub gets to be dust dry. 

Old vs. young geraniuwms. [F.G.] The 
person who told you old plants of gera- 
niums were worthless for winter flower- 
ing did not know what she was talking 
about. No geranium is at its best as a 
house plant until it is at least a year old. 

Young plants seidom have many 
branches, and as there must be a branch 
for each flowering point it stands to rea- 
sor. that its supply of flowers will be lim- 
ited. Old plants that bave been cut back 
in such a manner as to force them to 
throw out a large number of branches

Should the issue of the Republican con- 
vention this week be harmony and one 
candidate for the two factions repre- 
sented, it will mean almost immediate 
stability of values of American securities 
as expressed in market quotations. Two 
candidates will mean the opposite. 
It is fixed in the minds of those who 
control the money and industries of the 
country, that the policies of the Repub- 
lican party are in accord with the essen- 
tials of prosperity. These interests as- 
sert that the trade of the United States 
has been built around the idea of pro- 
tective tarff: that investments in plants 
have been made in accordance with these 
theories, and that labor has been paid 
from the measure of profits resulting. 


War Credited with Trade. 
t is held in the markets that the pres- 
ent prosperity is due, not to the lower 
- tariff laws now on the statute books but 
despite them, since they have been made 
moperative by the war. To the latter is 
credited the expansion in our foreign 
trade and the activity that extends from 
mines and through mills to shops. 

A representative industry is steel. It 
was the war which gave the United 
States Steel corporation net income of 
$75,833,833 in 1915, against $23,496,768 in 
1914. It was the war which thus in- 
creased these profits in one year by 
$52,337,065, or 211 per cent. It was these 
war profits which caused the steel em- 
ployés to be accorded a voluntary in- 
erease in wages of 10 per cent on May 1, 
and another increase of 10 per cent on 
June 1 of this year. 

And to present a different phase, it was 
the war which enabled the United States 
Steel corporation to earn in 1915 a sur- 
plus of $44,200,374 after dividends on the 
preferred stock, against a deficit in 1915 
of $16,971,984. The corporation in 1914 
failed to earn even its full preferred divi- 
dends of 7 per cent. It earned but 6.52 
per cent and nothing on the $508,000,000 
common stock. 


30 Per Cent on Common. 

In 1916 these earnings are outdoing 
those of 1915. For the first quarter the 
net income was $45,512,872, being at the 
rate of over 30 per cent on the common 
stock. This is what the war has done 
- for the largest corporation in the United 
States, and while doing this it has added 
several billions of dollars of value to 
American securities. 

Also it has been the war which in the 
twelve months ended June 30, 1915, 
caused this country to have a balance 
of trade of $1,004,419,600 in its favor 
‘against a balance of $470,653,491 in 1914. 
It continues to be the wer, and not re- 
duced tariff schedules, which for the ten 
months ended April 30, 1915, caused the 
exports of the United States to be $3,- 
401,100,000, against imports of §$1,722,- 
400,000. 

The excess for ten months in favor 
of this country was $1,678,700,000, and is 
at the rate of $2,014,640,000 excess of ex- 
ports for the government's fiscal year to 
end June 30 next. Such figures readily 
account for the expansion in trade which, 
without the war, was drifting in the op- 
posite direction. 

: “Full Dinner Pail.” 

Tt ie a matter of concern, as well as in- 
tetest, to consider to what extent the 
present party in power and its tariff 
policy will be credited with creating the 
“full dinner pail" instead of the war.
